Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  7,950  which  was  an  increase  of  60  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birthrate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  111  (68M  43F)  which  was  a  decrease 
of  23  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was 
accordingly  14«0  which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar-General's 
Comparability  Factor  which  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the 
rate  becomes  16.5  being  slightly  lower  than  that  of  17*2  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1  ,000 
total  (live  and  still)  Births  was  9*0  which  was  lower  than  that  of  14.8 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

Gross  Meningomyelocale  -  2  weeks 

Extreme  Prematurity:  Mothers  Fre-eclamptic  Exaemia  -  5  hours 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  18.0  compared  with 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age)  comprises  prematurity, 
asphyxia  and  atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations 
and  the  most  important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric 
practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  96  (51M  45F)  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  12.1  which  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  10. 41 
compared  with  that  of  11.21br  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  53» 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  21  deaths 
1  between  45  ~  54i  4  between  55  ~  64;  10  between  65  -  74  and  6  over 
75  years.  Sixteen  of  these  deaths  were  in  the  65+  age-group. 
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Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths  of  which  there  were  24  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  45  -  54;  12  between  55  “  64;  8  between  65  -  74;  and  2  over 

75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung/Bronchus  caused  11  deaths  (7M.  4^)  in  the  following 
age  groups;  6  between  55  -  64;  5  between  65  -  74*’ 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  was  the  cause  of  2  deaths;  1  between  55  -  64 
and  1  over  75  years  of  age. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 
Measles 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  compared  with  78  in  the  previous  year. 

This  disease  'per  se'  is  not  serious  and  its  former  dangerous  complications 
are  becoming  less  frequent  and  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is  very 
rare,  are  treated  successfully  by  the  Antibiotics  or  Sulpha  Drugs. 

Scarlet  Eever 

Two  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  in  its  present  phase 
is  mild  and  any  of  its  complications  are  successfully  treated  by  the 
Antibiotics.  Occasionally  Acute  Nephritis  occurs  unexpectedly. 


Four  cases  were  notified.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  since 
vaccination  against  this  disease  was  introduced  the  number  of  notifications 
received  has  dropped  considerably. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia  ' 

No  cases  were  notified.  Including  the  Secondary  Pneumonias, 
which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  7  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups; 

1  between  65  and  74  years  and  6  over  75  years. 

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  (Lung)  Tuberculosis  was  notified;  the  patient 
being  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  which  is  a 
guarantee  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 

Also  there  was  no  death  from  Tuberculosis,  which  is  a  reflection  of 
the  efficaciousness  of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  very  efficient 
service.
